Bt. Petersburg, Jan. 25.—St. Peters­ 
burg was declared in a state of siege 
today. General Trepoff, until recently 
chief of police of Moscow, has beei 
appointed governor general of St. Pe­ 
tersburg and has taken up q uarters In 
the winter palace. 
Strangely enough, 
the only precedent is the case of Gen­ 
eral Trepoff’s father, during the reign 
of Nihilistic terrorism under Alexan­ 
der II., and it is also a strange coinci­ 
dence that unsuccessful attem pts were 
made on the lives of both. 
General 
Trepoff is a man of great energy, but j governor general 
the measures he adopted at Moscow 
to r suppressing the student dem onstra­ 
tion in December last provoked much 
resentm ent and the revolutionists re 
cently condemned him to death. 
The aspect of the Russian capital is 
decidedly more calm. Business, which 
had been at a complete standstill, has 
been resumed upon a limited scale. 
The employes in a few of the smaller 
factories have gone back to work and 
the crowds of strikers in the streets 
are diminished. 
The troops in evi­ 
dence are not so numerous as on Mon­ 
day, and a more confident feeling ex 
iats In official circles that the ener­ 
getic measures which have been inau­ 
gurated will insure the safety and 
q uiet of the city. 
Beneath the surface, however, the 
ferment continues and the public nerv­ 
ousness and apprehension as to future 
developments is still unallayed. 
Se­ 
cret meetings of differe- c classes in 
opposition to tne existing order of 
things were held in various places last 
evening; but the divergent elements 
which were suddenly brought together 
by the tragic events or last Sunday are 
advancing on divergent plans and no 
common ground of action has yet beer» 
found. 
In the meantime the police 
are actively searching out the leaders. 
Three well-known Russian authors and 
a prominent editor have been arrested 
and the prisons are filled with agita­ 
tors. revolutionists and student ora 
tors. 
Such measures may result in 
bomb-throwing and terrorism, hut the 
concensus of opinion is that the irame

some leg islation looking to 
superv ision of t l e i r business by the 
state so they hav e appointed a com ­ 
m ittee consisting of D. P. Baldwin 
of Log ansport, W. C. Irwin of Co! nr.* 
Lus, Jonce M onyhan of O rleans. Iï. C. 
E lston of Craw fordsv ille. and C. ÎL 
Cooper of Greenfield, to draft a m e a s­ 
ure suitable to them but embod;* ing 
som e of the ideas presented in Sen tor 
G ainard’s bill which is now' being con­ 
sidered. 
T h e ir bill will probably pro­ 
v ide for a capital of 110.000 and for 
reg ular superv ision of the banks by 
the state, and will also contain s me 
restriction ag ainst lending the f inds 
of thé bank to m em bers of the fi m. 
Some of the priv ate bankers say they 
realize that th ere is a sentim ent in 
fav or of superv ision of priv ate ba iks 
and th a t to hold out ag ainst it would 
be to w eaken the confidence of the 
people in th e ir institutions.

APPLES AND MILK 


In these days when a proper selec­ 
tion of diet is essential to health one 
may note all lie hears w ithout com­ 
m itting himself 
to 
any prescribed 
form of diet that does not seem reason­ 
able. 
The 'ag ricultural sections have just 
issued a 'bulletin on the food advan­ 
tages of m ilk and apples, not only tor 
children but for grown-up people as 
well, which not only looks reasonable, 
but lias the advantage of cheapness. 
The percentage of solids and water 
in apples and in m ilk is alm ost the 
same, apples being 85J{ per cent, water 
and milk 86 per cent. 
It 
also hap­ 
pens that there is more sugar in apples 
and more acid in milk. 
It is therefore claimed that a diet 
of milk and apples is the most whole­ 
some and well balanced to be found.

Taken altogether, apple« and milk 
seem wonderfully adapted to supply 
w hat the sytem most craves and furn ­ 
ishes a cheap digestible and nourishing 
combination.
